The Acting Solicitor General understood His 
Excellency very well. The p.inciple hitherto pur- 
sued by the Board was this—tle Schools estab- 
lished under the Bishop of Barbados, half the ex- 
pences thereof were borne by the Council, and the 
other half by the Bishop, but he did not think the 
admission of children. &e. were regulated by such 
sound rules as in the Vico School-, where persons 
who can pay, contribute sume small sum tuwards 
the support of minor expences of the schouls, and 
if, not able, they are not refused admission, as 
well as keeping adult schools in the evening, in 
order that these individuals might not be tuken 
from their industrious calls of the day. He was 
perfectly willing and anxious to give something 
towards a scliool at Maraval, but he would vote that 
it be through the Migo Charity. It was right to

His Excellency believed the Rev. Mr. Kennedy, 
super ntendant of the National (African) School, 
required some small sum from the parents of the 
children. -Mr. Bilby, at the Mico school, he knew 
required something weekiv,—-and at the School 
under the Rev. Mr. Cummins, they also pai! a 
small sum. [His Excellency here refered to the 
manner in which this last School was conducted, 
as well as its progress, giving great credit to the 
teacher, Vr. Dillon, for his attention and the inte- 
rest he took therein. 

The Clerk, by request of His Excellency, read 
the resolutions of the Board, (Sept. 1838,) with 
respect to the exteusion of education among the 
laboring population, and the wish of the Board to 
afford, sume assistauce for that object, addressed 
the Atfico Charity, and the Answer from that’ 


| Society through the Rev. Mr. Trew, the Secreta- 


ry, as well as their resolution-—‘ That they would 
add an equal sum in proportion to what the 
Council would give, withont reference to what 
was already apportioned for Trinidad.’ 

His Excelleney.—There was a gréat advantage 
beyond that of the Bishop of Barbados, from the 
Mico Charity, in their offer. Whatever the 
Council would give, they would add an equal sam 
tu it,—and it was known that the mode adopted 
for admission in these schools was general---no 
distinction whatever. He serious!y doubted 
whether it wasn ıt bes’, after the offer made by 
the Mico Charity, to send all monies voted for 
schools through that institution, and adhere to it 
as a general principle ; at the same time, however, 
he had no wish or intention of depreciating the 
other schools, or altering the principle of aiding 
in the. support of those -already established as 
heretofore: . | : 

The Collec'or inquired whether it would not be 
as well to fulfil the voluntary offer of the Board to 
the Mico Charity, by voting them asum of money, 
especially after the very handsome manner in 
which they had acceded to their proposition and 
knowing their terms of acceptance : and further, 
being aware that their means of edueation were 
general, and greatly approved of. 

Mr. Burnley.—In establishing sehools, the 
Board ought. to inquire into the great want of 
them, before they give any encouragement. As 
he said before, they were not to educate the child 
of every man, who could do so himself, because 
he was a laborer ; they ought to do for their chil- 
dren, such us are capable, what is done in every 
other part of the world,---educate them at their 
own expence; he therefore hoped the Board 
would not grant any money without first ascer- 
taining that schools, in such places as applied for, 
were actually required. | 

The Colleetor.---That point had been already 
considered, and the means of education were nut 
found to be sufficiently extensive : and by a reso- 
lution of the Board to effect that object, they 
were in a measure pledged by their free and vo- 
luntary offer to the Mico Charity, which was ac- 
cepted on the handsomest terms, to vote them a 
sum of money. 

The Acting Solicitor-General understood that 
His Excellency wis to communicate with Mr. 
Bilby on the subject, and to propose where 
schools should be established ; considering and 
dealing with the whole system generally. 

His Excellency —Nov, that was not a inten. 
tion: the Mico Churity would not consent to that 
—they were not to appoint any place, look at theis 
letter.‘ The Mico Cnarity would give as much as 
they did, and accept of any suggestious—it is well 
known that they are rich, and do as they like with 
their funds, but they will not be controll’ d by the 
Boar? or the Governor—it must be left to them 
to appoint ther own places. He had heard that 
this morning, seven teachers, with their families, 
had arrived to be located here, and there was no 
doubt that schools would be soon established 
where requ fed: he wuuld observe he did not 
think it gat to receive the Memorial after the 
pledge, by their resolutions, given to the Mico 
Charity. 

The Colonial Secretary.—It was very proper 
and essential to have moral and religious educa- 
tiun given to the labouring classes, as well as to 
inculcate industry ; but great caulivn ought to be 
taken in voling away money for any charitable in- 
stitution. A great many can, and have the means 


of educating themselves or sheir children, which 
they will not do if it ie given tothem. It was

SAN FERNANDO WHARF. 


The Ordinance for the erection of a Wharf at 
San Fernando was read a second time, and the 
Buard went into Committee on it. | 

A long debate ensued un this Ordinance. Se. 
veral amendments were propesed—some carried, 
and others rejected : but the whole drift of the 
argument seemed to hinge upon this point,—by 
whom should the oatlay of the public money be 
reimbursed, whether by an assessment of the Sı- 
gars shipped, or by a general tax on all articles 
landed or shipped thereat. It was stated by an 
Hon. Member, that the cause and blame of the 
Wiharf falling into decay was attributable to the 
Gentlemen to whom it was demised, and he wish- 
ed to enact a legislative censure, us it were, on 
those individuals, which was objected to by the 
other Members, who considered it sufficient to 
express their opinions to that effect. but not to 
make it the subject of le, islation or form any part 
therein. | 

Mr. Burnley.—From what he knew of the cir- 
eamstances enrnected with the decay of this 
Wharf, the blame was not to be attributed to any 
of the four Gentlemen, but. 19: Wig Colonial Go. 
'vernment. Jt was not propery ae at first ; some 
short time after it was first bulit it was washed 
away. It was right sometimes to refer to these 
things, as by that means it would serve as an an- 
tidote to its happening apain, aud he hoped if a 
Wharf was erected that a Coufractor.would be 
appointed to keep it in repsir tor.a stated number 
of years. | 

‘ His Excellency thonght that the original blame 
was to be attached to the persons entrusted with 


accounts, and receiving the duer, & —by all theag 
circumstances it fell iuto decay. » 

The Attorney-General expresged some doubt as 
to the title of the conveyance: décould not give 
it as his opinion, although he had fead it over se. 
veral times and considered it minutely, as well as 
the report of the Committee, what was the na- 
ture of the grant, whether it was a giant of such 
a kind that the parties could dispose of as they 
wished ? and he wished an amendment to provide 
against any doubt or question which might erise 
herenfter.—[ I'he Hon. Member made a motion to 
that effect which was lost] 

Mr. Losh.—It was an unfortunate circnmetance 
that 'here was so much property in this [sland and 
the titles thereto should be so defge:ive and ques- 
tionable. 

Mr. Burnley agreed with Mr. Losh—it was tru- 
ly melancholy that the titles to property were so 
defe: tive, and gave rise to so many questions,—— 
yet he conceived that the public ought not to suf- 
fer-—30 years had passed and'the Trustees had 
done nothing, but suffered the Wharf to fall into 
decay : it was their fault or their heirs, &c., and 
not the publ c: and they must suffer. 

The Acting Solicitor-General’s opinion, from 
the Deed, was, that the parties had a right to do 
what they pleased, to sell out ferever, and he saw 
nu use for the motion of the Attorı.ey-General. 

Mr. Burule ane that, before any sum of money 
be nanf@d as an outliy, he would like to. 
know what assurance or security thes, would have: 
of the money being reimbursed to the Colony. He 
was opposed to the mode proposed #f re.paymenc, 
which would never answer. It would be extreme- 
ly annoying fur every gentleman, with a small 
package, to enter it at the Custom-house and pay 
Gd. fur it. There was to be a large outlay of the 
the public money, which ought to be refunded to 
the public by a tax on the produce shipped. Let‘ 
the Planters agree among themsélyes and assess 
each other to pay it back---he would give the pro- 
posed mode his greatest opposition. As an Es. 
tate own-r himself, he urged, and was firmly of 
opinion that the Planters ought to pay it, and not 
the Merchants, who pay heavy duties alre:dy ; at 
any rate, if the Merchants will have to pay, they 
would luy such a charge on their supplies that thé 
Planters would eventually pay it, He would r-- 
peat that the Government ought to be secured in 
a given sum annuslly, before any outlay is made. 

The Attorney-General agreed entirely with the 
Hon. Mr. Burnley in his view of the case. It was 
always his opinion, that their guide in granting 
money for the San Fernando. Wharf should be a 
securi'y by annual payments to Government for 
the money laid out; in all cases of a local charac- 


security for its re-payment oughtita be first made. 
He was certain the present plan proposed for re- 
imbursing the colony, would never answer, unless 
the estates were assessed ;—half of the produce 
made was shipped at the Separia river, and he 
was assured that, perliaps all, if not three-fourths 


were assessed, | 

_. The Acting Solicitor-General replied at consi- 
derable length to the arguments which had fallen 
from the different members opposed to the mode 
of reimbursement to the colony.. He said, there 
was a great deal talked about seeurity for the re- 
payment of the mouey, which was not customary. 
When applications were heretofore made for mo- 
ney for any purpose, there was iiothing said about 
security, and in this instance they should call so 
loudly and strenuously for it ;—when the Attorney 
General applied for money for the Militia, there 
was no security given:—when they advanced 
money for bailding St. Vincent’s Wharf, no secu- 
rity was given, and why should they require it now. 
San Fernando Wharf had as much right to have 
a portion of the public money expended on it as 
any other public building. There was security 
so far that all articles landed or shipped would 
have to pay a slight duty, and in the course of a 
few years the muney would be.refunded to the 
government.—He did not apprehend that all the 
sugars would be shipped at the Separia river; by 
no means. By assessing the estates and leaving 
it to the planters themselves to do so, it never 
would be done, and how was the payment thereof 
to be enfotced. It must be known they were ap- 
plied to often, to know whether they would assist 
in building the wharf, and no answer could be 
obtained. All they want is a wharf, well, give it 
to them and they must be compelled to pay a duty 
on the produce, &c. shipped or lauded’ there. 

Mr: Burnley:—The niggardly and vexatious 
mode of payment as proposed, would be the failure 
of the ‘whole matter—the dues never would be 
collected, and the money advanced would be a 
total loss to the Government. The planters 
ought to pay it: 12 per cent. on the number of 
Hogsheads shipped would in a few years refund 
the money. 

The Attorney-General introduced a elause by 
which the estates would be assessed,—Mr. Dar- 


should be an assessment on all estates, without 
b’inz confined to any particular number: the 
amendment was not carried. 

The Colonial Treasurer objected strenuously to 
any assessment, he thought the proper mode was 
to have a tariff. 

The Acting Solicitor-General introduced a dif- 
ferent Schedule of Wharf dues to what was ori- 
ginally prepared, (see our paper of 19th mst.) 
diminishing the duty on some articles, and doing 
away with it on others, which was carried :—a-

In the meantime his Excellency the Go- 
vernor, having alighted, had the honour of 
conducting Her Majesty upen his arm to the 
frort of the line, on foot; and then, remount. 
ing his horse, advanced with the whole brigade 
in slow time to the general salute. Her Ma- 
jesty graciously advanced from her suite, and 
others who attended her, towards the General 
aud expressed herself highly gratified with the 
monceuvres she had witnessed, and with the 
general appearance of our garıison, who we 
have often seen to dis’inguish itself for the 
precision and celerity of its movements, bu: 
never so much as on this occasion, in the pre. 
sence of royalty. <* 

The desire of the public to be present a 
this compliment to our Queen Dowager was 
not repressed by the coolness of the air, which 
cut across the eminences upon which they 
stood ; nor did Her Majesty appear to ‘suffer 
fiom the same cause. The multitudes at all 
points were very great; and the decorous and 
respectful demeanour of the people, as Her 
Majesty passed among them on foot, was in 
union with the feeling of loyalty they have 
invariably evinced since Her Majesty's arrival 
in Malta.
